and the resuiting ban on an Anschluss. In spite of that, I have since 1919 
continued the struggle for the Anschluss in immumerable artivles and count- 
less mectings in Austria and in tho Reich, Though the Anschluss has not 
been achieved by the methods,which I sapport, it has nevertheless now been 
achieved, it is a historical fact, and gard this as a true satisfaction 
for the humiliation of 1918 and 14 : | sermain and Versailles.
